One or more of the tanks serve as interconnecting cross 
members of the frame or subframe structure. Each tank/cross member generally extends between 
and is perpendicular to the main members and is secured to the main members and/or suspension 
hangers to form a rigid, integrated frame or subframe structure having reduced weight, yet which is 
capable of reacting the loads placed on the structure during operation of the vehicle.
